The eſteem I 
had for him living, and che value I bad for his memory 
being dead, made me unwilling that any thing of his 
ſhould be obſcur'd: Andit, in expoſing this, I have 
done any injury to his Reputation, it was an error of 
my Underſtanding, and no taulc of my Will. | 
This ( being never by him iarended for Afton ) 
was wrote in ſingle Scenes { without that connexion 
which the Incomparable Johnſon firit caught rhe Stage ) 
and had alſo minylong, uninterrupted Soliloquies , 
ſome of fitry lines together, which perhaps mighr give 
ſome delight 1n the reading, bur could afford lictle di- 
verſion to the Hearers, Yet finding many things in 
the Play , which I contc(s pleas'd me, | thought it 
might, with ſome pains, be made a pleaſant enter- 

taiament for the Audicnce. |

Thavye added little to the Story, onely have repre- 
jenred that in Action, which was expretled by him in 
long Narrations : For we ftnd (though the French do 
otten relate the molt confiderable Actions in their Plays, 
elpecially in their Tragedies ) the Engliſh will not be 
content without ſecing ſach Aions done, and this is 
one, of thoſe many thiogs, that make our Engliſh Plays 
lomuch exceed the French : But this was long ago ob- 


icrved by Horace : 


Segnins irritant animos demiſſa per aurem, 


Onan que ſunt .oculis ſubjecta fidelibus. 


I have endeavour'd to carry on thele few Humors, 
which were but begun by him; and ( to fatisfie the 


 Concupilcence as Mr. Johnſon calls it, of figge and 


Song ) I deligned as fir cccaſions forthem as I could, 
there being in the former Play but one ſhort Song 
which is the Iaſt but one. 

Where it 1s polsible, I have kept the Scenes un- 
broken,and with as proper a connexton as I conld. What 
I have belides added 1 need not tel] you, being I fear 
fo munch worle than his, that you will eaſily diſtin- 
ewſh it. 

E ſhall fay little more of the Play, but that the Rules 
of Morality and good Manners are ſtrictly obſerved in 
it : ( Vertue being exalted, and Vice depreſſed') and 

_perhaps it might have been better received had nei- 


ther been done in it; for 1 find, it pleaſes moſt to ſee

Vice incouraged by bringing the Characters of de- 
bauch'd people upon the Stage, and making them pals

| ety of Humour, which is contrary to the Cuſtoms and 
i Laws of all civilized Nations.
